College, Ohio, and later President of the 
United States. The principal source 
for the study consisted of two planta­ 
tion account books, kept for a large 
part of the time by Stephen H. Perry, 
showing the yield of the crops of cot­ 
ton, corn, cane, potatoes and tobacco; 
the dally occupation 
of the slaves: 
methods of marketing the crops; and 
other aspects of ante-bellum life. The 
books nre the only original records of 
the sort for Texas known to members 
of the history department of the Uni­ 
versity, and the thesis is the first ser­ 
ious attempt which has ever been made

sky“ legislation is the assumption that 
«ome public official 
will 
be 
better 
able to judge the. merits of a stock 
proposition than the man with money 
to invest. 
The assumption is that the 
man with money needs a guardian. 
Just what might have happened to 
the Bell Telephone company back in 
the 70’s had a blue sky law been then 
on the statute* is not easy to say. 
Very few people took the telephone 
seriously. 
It was regarded at best a* 
a toy, a plaything, a curious invention 
which could never mount to much com. 
mercially. The stock of the Bell com­ 
pany was not a ready sale. 
It took a 
good while to persuade a *keptical 
public tht there wore great possibili­ 
ties in the telephone* it i* reasona­ 
bly certain that had a blue sky law 
then existed the sale of this stock 
would have been stopped. 
The “horseless carriage“ in its ear­ 
lier development 
was 
regarded

something of a joke.

thought It possible that Mother Ship 
ton’s prophecy would ever be realized 
that carriages without horses' would 
never be.
